31 Days Remain For 
Bids For Ballots With 
Primaries On May 3 


Candidates for p a r t y nomina­ 
tions at the municipal primaries 
May 3 prepared today to s h i f t 
campaigns into high gear, follow­ 
ing the long standing custom that 
the quest for votes starts on the 
first day of the month preceding 
the election. 
Thrfre will be 31 days of cam ­ 
paigning in one of the most wide­ 
ly-contested Republican primaries 
the city has seen in many years, 
including a three-way mayoralty 
fight that promises to be a horse 
race right down to the wire. 
Democrats have a comparative­ 
ly quiet prim ary in sight, w i t h 
only a mayoralty contest and two 
ward Council fights to decide. 
Interest is expected to center on 
the top of the GOP ticket/ where 
Mayor E. Allan McKeever is bid­ 
ding for nomination for a second 
term , opposed by J. E. Curry, 
president of the Board of Educa­ 
tion, and John W. Paul, a former 
councilman - at - large who has 
sought the office twice previously. 
Arnold W. Devon, ail East End 
drugstore owner who has served 
three terms as the city’s chief exe­ 
cutive, seeks the Democratic nom­ 
ination, 
along with 
Edward 
E. 
Dopier, an E. 6th St. jeweler and 
member of the Municipal C i v i l 
Service Commission. 
In addition to t h e mayoralty, 
Republicans have a six-way con­ 
test for three nominations as coun- 
cilman-at-large, a three - way race 
for the First Ward 
nomination, 
four-man races in the Second and 
Third Wards and a six-man con­ 
test in the Fourth. 
Sharing interest with the GOP 
mayoralty race in the wide field 
for councilman-at-large, including 
the three incumbents. 
The candidates include George 
W. Hales, Robert W. Sample Jr. 
and George E. Willshaw, the in­ 
cumbents, R o b e r t G. Duncan, 
present Fourth Ward councilman, 
Harry Wilson, a former council­ 
man-at-large, and Jam es H. Kelly, 
who formerly served as F i r s t 
Ward representative.

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WASHINGTON (^-Foreign Aid 
Director Harold E. Stassen will 
appear Wednesday before the Sen­ 
ate Investigations subcommittee.

Philippines 
Quake Deaths 
Rise To 327 


2 5 4 Injured, 10,000 
Homeless, Damages 
Run Over $5 Million 


DANSALAN, Mindanao, Philip­ 
pines Lf)—1The death toll in the dis­ 
astrous southern Philippines earth­ 
quake mounted to 327 today with 
reports from outlying areas con­ 
tinuing- to give a grim picture of 
terrifying destruction. 
Most of the dead were counted 
in the Lake Lanao legion of north­ 
western Mindanao where Friday’s 
mighty trem ors caused a giant 
wave which submerged an entire 
village on the west shore. 
In addition to the 327 confirmed 
dead, provincial officials listed 254 
as injured and estimated five mil­ 
lion dollars in crop damage. Ad­ 
ditional millions in damage was 
wrought to churches, public build­ 
ings and homes which collapsed or 
slid into the lake. 
An estimated 10,000 persons were 
homeless, mostly in Lanao prov­ 
ince. 
Officials in the capital of Lanao 
province expressed fear the toll 
would climb further. 
President R a m o n Magsaysay 
flew to hardest hit cities, Ozamis in 
Misamis Occidental province, and 
Dansalan and Iligan in Lanao. 
He climbed on the rubble of the 
toppled 
old 
Spanish 
church 
in 
Ozamis and told the inhabitants: 
“I am really sorry this had to 
happen to you. I regret being here 
to view this terrible destruction. 
“We landed at Balo airport just 
south of Iligan and motored to 
Dansalan—a distance of 12 miles. 
“ Along the way we saw fissures 
and landslides. Huge b o u l d e r s 
blocked part of the highway.” 
Tents provided temporary shel­ 
ter for the homeless. 
Gov. St. T. Lluch of Lanao said 
300 bodies had been buried up to 
today.

He said he was asleep downstairs 
when she screamed. 
The brief claims the defense can 
demonstrate that the killer was 
left-handed. Dr. Sheppard is right 
handed. 
Since no m urder weapon was 
found, the brief suggests it was 
an object carried into the room 
by the killer for another purpose. 
“Such an item would be a heavy 
flashlight,” the brief says.

WASHINGTON Lf) — Sen. Know- 
land (R-Calif) today differed with 
a proposal by Sen. Humphrey (D- 
Minn) that the United States sup­ 
port India as a replacem ent for 
Nationalist China on the United 
Nations Security Council. 
Noting Prim e Minister Nehru’s 
assertion that India would not join 
in if all the rest of the world were 
fighting, Knowland said in an in­ 
terview he doesn’t believe India 
deserves the “ support of people 
trying to build a system of collect­ 
ive security.” U. N. members, he 
said, are pledged to oppose ag­ 
gression. 
Humphrey made his proposal in 
a Chapel Hill, N. C., speech last 
night in which he accused the Ei­ 
senhower administration of “fum­ 
bling and faltering” at a time 
when “ the issue of peace and war 
is the balance” in the F ar East. 
Support of India, hq said, would

Asia. He added that “ the National­ 
ist China of today . . . is weak 
and not representative of the new 
Asia.”

TeUs Labor And Farm

CLEVELAND WB — The CIO 
United Automobile Workers Union 
yesterday urged labor and farm 
groups to mobilize in advance of 
the 1956 political conventions, “in 
an all-out effort to fight for liberal 
principles in the platforms of thej 
political parties.” 
At the conclusion of the union’s 
convention, the 3.000 delegates ap­ 
proved a resolution calling for a 
national conference of labor, farm 
and other “liberal” forces next 
spring. 
In one of its last acts, the con­ 
vention shouted endorsement of a 
program calling for federal aid to 
school and hospital construction, 
a federal public housing program, 
heavier taxes on excess profits and 
surplus savings, appropriations for 
public power, increased unemploy­ 
ment benefits, a $1.25 minimum 
wage, greater social security cov­ 
erage, and federal industrial health 
and safety codes. 
A foreign policy resolution hailed 
the administration’s pledge to sup­ 
port Formosa and the Pescadore 
Islands from Red Chinese invasion. 
Another resolution gave notice 
the union would seek a 30-hour 
work week with no reduction in 
pay as its next big goal after it 
achieves the guaranteed annual 
wage. The union also demanded 
broader seniority rights and joint 
company-union training programs 
to help workers displaced by ma­ 
chines prepare for other jobs. 
The resolution said the union 
“ welcomed” automation, but said 
it makes it imperative to fight for 
a shorter work week. 
“We will not stand idly by while 
the era of automation produces the 
destructive, involuntary leisure of 
mass 
unemployment

tive voluntary leisure,” the reso­ 
lution said. 
Automation* is a term coined 
within the auto industry to describe 
mechanization. 
UAW President Walter Reuther’s 
statem ent Thursday that the Na­ 
tional Assn. of Manufacturers was 
trying to raise 30 million dollars 
to oppose the guaranteed annual 
wage demand was termed “utterly 
fantastic” yesterday by NAM Pres­ 
ident Henry G. Riter III. 
In New York, Riter said Reuther 
“ apparently feels that the tech­ 
nique ot the ‘big lie’ is necessary 
to frighten an additional $5 month­ 
ly from the pockets of the auto 
workers to build up his own 25 
million dollar strike fund.” 
The UAW convention approved 
boosting dues from $2.50 to $7.50 
a month to build up a strike fund.

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Thankless Service At Best 
Tile Columbiana County Draft Board’s dif­ 
ferences with State Selective Service to have 
been resolved — for the time being. It was a 
regrettable situation, especially in view of wor­ 
ld conditions, but the hard-working members 
of the board may have had no alternative. 
As it now stands, the chairman, J. Homer 
Browne of Lisbon, decided to go through with 
his resignation; Charles Stewart of East Liver­ 
pool relented a bit and agreed to serve another 
month, and John Herman Jr. of Salem said 
he will stay on for 60 days more. 
After that, it will be up to the county se­ 
lection committee headed by Judge Joel H. 
Sharp to appoint successors. 
Draft board duty is a thankless service at 
best. The board is beset right and left by per­ 
sonal problems as it selects voung men for 
mandatory duty in the armed services. 
And to make the problem more difficult are 
the myriad of regulations and decrees t h a t 
have to be interpreted for application in many 
cases. 
It would be enough to pique even a Philadel­ 
phia lawyer. 
Their resignations were prompted by the way 
two cases of conscientious objectors were han­ 
dled by Federal Selective Service officials. The 
resignations did force the induction of the two 
for civilian work in lieu of a direct order of 
Gen. Hershey, director of Selective Service at 
Washington. Thus, the board’s stand was vin­ 
dicated. 
Mr. Browne and Mr. Stewart have served 
since 1948, and Mrs. Herman since 1950. They 
have acquired a wide experience that will be 
hard to replace. They handled over 11,079 regis­ 
trants — one of the largest numbers In Ohio. 
And each of these had to be considered four 
or five times before final disposition. Such is 
the machinery of the selective service. 
State draft officials, at the showdown con­ 
ference with the board members. Thursday, 
agreed “the basic reason for resigning had 
some mert merit.” 
Virtually unrewarded for their long devotion 
to public service in the vital field of defense, 
the board members could take some satisfaction 
from that admission. 
They have served well and faithfully, as at-

Col. Robert McCormick 
Books have been written about Col. Robert 
R. McCormick and The Chicago Tribune. In 
the years to come, we suppose more books will 
be written. It is a fabulous story. 
One hundred years ago, Joseph Medill, the 
colonel’s grandfather, who had been a teacher 
and lawyer in Stark County, Ohio, as a young 
man, bought control of the Tribune, founded only 
eight years before. He started the story. 
McCormick, also trained as a lawyer, became 
associated with the paper in 1914, when his 
cousin, Medill McCormick, became U.S. sena­ 
tor from Illinois. With Joseph Medill Patterson, 
another cousin. Robert McCormick then began 
a d>fnamic newspaper career that will provide 
source material for commentators and historians 
for the rest of the century. Death overtook him 
at "4. 
One thing about his leadership of the Tribune 
is beyond dispute and above the controversy 
that he and his newspaper generated so abund­ 
antly. 
The Chicago area--“Chicagoland” in the Tri­ 
bune’s phraseology—always was destined to be 
one of the vital regions of America. Joseph 
Medill chose his site well when he decided to 
build a great newspaper property in Illinois. 
Robert McCormick chose his tactics well there­ 
after when he decided to make the Tribune 
harmonize with the strident clatter and the 
strong opinions of the people who were proudly 
and knowingly building the world’s newest met­ 
ropolis. 
They respected his strength even when they 
differed with his opinions. That is America at 
its best—a land where men live and enjoy 
success together while disagreeing with o n e 
another. 
Col. McCormick was a strong patriot all his 
life. He understood America a great deal better 
than those among his critics who were offended 
because he didn’t agree with them and there 
was nothing they could do about it.

George Sokolsky That they are 
impelled by their current imper­ 
ialism to challenge the U n i t e d 
States is beyond doubt because 
they must establish in Asian eyes 
that they are equal to if not greater 
than the United States or any other 
Western power. 
Walter S. 
Robertson, 
assistant 
secretary of state for Far Eastern 
affairs, once defined the Red Chi­ 
nese in these terms: 
"We are confronted in Peiping 
with an arrogant, contemptuous re­ 
gime of hard-core 
international 
Communists who have played a 
gangster role in their relations with 
us and other countries. . 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
h a r a h 
words do not win wars. And Rob­ 
ertson’s superiors are not altogeth­ 
er sure that they want to win this 
war or even to engage in it. 
They are thinking of another con­ 
ference, another Yalta perhaps, at 
which some deal can be engineer­ 
ed which will help 1955 pass with­ 
out a war. They believe that th^ 
longer no general war occurs, the 
less chance there is of such a war 
ever occurring. 
They believe that a statistical 
superiority in arms may save the 
world. 
It is difficult to argue over such 
questions because no one can know- 
the correct answers. Surely the 
wars in which the United States 
has engaged since 1917 have not 
produced a victory in the sense 
that what we are told we fought 
for has been achieved. 
World War I was to have made 
the world safe for a concept rough­ 
ly described as democracy. What 
was really meant was representa­ 
tive government, government by 
the choice of the people. 


WORLD WAR II was in reality 
an extension of World War I. It 
started over Poland. The Hitler- 
Stalin Alliance, with a division of 
the world between Germany and 
Russia in accordance with the Rib- 
bentrop-Molotov pact, generated a 
warlike atmosphere even though 


’ the treaties were secret. This was 
forgotten and for it was substituted 
the Atlantic Charter and the Four 
Freedoms. 
They were forgotten when Soviet 
Russia and the United States be­ 
came allies. In their place came 
“The Grand Design,” a theory that 
by compassionate conduct, by gen­ 
erous gifts, by appeasements, by 
giving to the Russian additional 
souls, Stalin would cease to be a 
brutal Marxist and become a good 
Christian instead. 
This is the period of Teheran and 
Yalta; at these conferences t h e 
United States made the greatest 
historic errors in all its story. It 
became enmeshed in a permanent 
war. 


YALTA MIGHT NOT have been 
such a severe blow to our country 
were it not that, 
in 
1946 Gen. 
George Marshall was sent to China 
to effect a compromise and coali­ 
tion between the Marxists and the 
Nationalists, 
between 
Mao Tze- 
tung 
and 
Chiang 
Kai shek, 
as 
though they were Republicans and 
Democrats. 
By the use of the device of the 
“ long truce.” the Chinese Commu­ 
nists, assisted by the Russians, 
armed by the remains of the muni­ 
tions of the Japanese Kwantung 
Army, took control of China after 
the United States effectively dis­ 
armed the Nationalists. 
To this record must be added 
the facts that while Germany had 
been the enemy and Russia the 
ally, now West Germany is the ally 
and Russia is the enemy. 
Also, 
France has become a second-rate 
power, some 20 nations that once 
were free have become absorbed 
in the Soviet universal state which 
now controls 900 million people in­ 
stead of 180 million. 


ALL OF THIS raises the ques­ 
tion of why we lose out, what is 
wrong in our calculations? Appar­ 
ently we know how to manufac­ 
ture whatever is needed in war 
and our men are brave and can 
fight. 
When it comes to conferences, 
we do not know how to negotiate 
because we do not know exactly 
what we want. We failed at Que­ 
bec, at Teheran, at Yalta, at Pots­ 
dam, at various Moscow, London 
and Paris conferences, 
at Pan- 
munjom, at Geneva and wherever 
we sit down to talk things over. 
Our adversaries enter the con­ 
ference hall with a fixed program 
from which they do not budge; we 
come with good will and friendli­ 
ness and the hope that dollars will 
win peace. They have not accom­ 
plished much thus far.

layers, Masons

Plasterers’ 
Union constitution they are pro­ 
hibited from writing, saying any­ 
thing publicly or privately, publish­ 
ing or causing anything to be pub­ 
lished without the approval of the 
union’s high command. 


PENALTY FOR SUCH “ crimes” 
against the bricklayers’ leadership 
runs high —- a fine of $1,000 or 
suspension or expulsion. Which is 
equivalent to starvation, because 
no bricklayer can work in this 
country for more than a month 
without a union card. 
So one evening I gave up watch­ 
ing “ Medic” and read the brick­ 
layers’ constitution. I found my 
working friends were right. It says 
in Section 3, Article 4 — to which 
I call the attention of the American 
Civil Liberties Union — that; 
“No subordinate UNION or any 
officer, committee, or m e m b e r 
thereof, shall send out or publish 
any circulars, letters, writings or 
printed m atter of any kind or give 
out any libeling interviews for gen- 
eral distribution, either PRIVATE- * 
LY or publicly, vilifying or im­ 
pugning the honesty or character 
of any officer or member of any 
subordinate branch or officer or 
representative of this international 
union without first submitting such 
circulars, letters, writings, printed 
m atter or interviews to the Execu­ 
tive Board of the International 
Union and SECURING ITS CON­ 
SENT AND APPROVAL THERE­ 
TO.” 


T H E 
CAPITALIZATION 
o f 
words in this clause is mine. I re­ 
fer you to the word “private.” This 
censors even a conversation be­ 
tween two or three friends. I refer 
you to the fact that nothing can 
be done to criticize the leadership 
without first getting the leader­ 


ship’s 
approval. 
Fat chance of 
that! 
This is the only union constitu­ 
tion which requires that such rank- 
and-file criticism be submitted to 
the leadership first — whether it’s 
warranted or not. 
You may be 
completely justified and accurate. 
But you would be guilty none the 
less if you released it or talked 
about it without first getting per­ 
mission of this “ Peoples Court.” 
If the bricklayers were as pure 
as Caesar’s spouse, they might at 
least offer an argument by saying 
they’ve policed themselves. But to 
ban private conversations! Where 
are we — in a land where each 
house, each shop, each block has 
its secret police ears? 


WHAT DID THE 
UNION 
do 
about a fellow named George J. 
Walters, formerly the bricklayers 
czar in Pittsburgh? Mighty big fel­ 
low, too. Long before a congres­ 
sional committee moved in on him, 
there was talk of 
his 
sudden 
wealth and lush living. 
Then came congressional testi­ 
mony a few months ago saying 
that s o m e building contractors 
could get bricklayers from Local 
22 only if they bought their bricks 
from firms which paid 
Brother 
Walters a fee. And saying that he 
had picked up $30 OOO for just this 
sort of transaction from Pittsburgh 
building suppliers and only then 
did Walters permit the bricklayers 
to go out on the job. 
One supplier, Thomas M. Brown, 
paid George some $14,000. When 
asked why, he retorted: 
“ . . . (Walters) had a life and 
death power over bricklayers . . I 
realized that Walters exercised suf 
ficient power to pull the brick­ 
layers off.of any job he wanted to 
if the contractors refused to suc­ 
cumb to his demands.”

Gag On War Talk Hurts Preparedness 


Once Over

Just a little more than 13 years j 
ago a high official of the United 
States government held a “back­ 
ground” conference with a num­ 
ber of Washington newsmen. He 
told them diplomatic negotiations 
with Japan had virtually ended, 
that the next step was anybody’s j 
guess and that it looked to him 
like war. Ten days later came the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 
Now what was the duty of the 
American press and particularly of 
the high official in those ten days? 
He 
was 
the 
undersecretary 
of 
state, Sumner Welles, who was 
known to be in the inner councils 
of the President. He was not then 
to be quoted or identified as the 
source. 
Supposing the rule which Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower announced to his 
press conference this week had 
been in effect as an order from 
the government — that officials 
should not speculate ever, in pri­ 
vate talks with the press about i 
the possibility of war. 


THE BLAME 
FOR failing to 
ward off the Pearl Harbor attack 
would have been clearly on the 
Washington government because of 
its effort to keep significant news 
developments from the people. 
As it was, despite the fact that 
some 
news 
articles 
reflected 
what Welles had said, a lot of 
wishful thinking was being d o n e 
those days by everybody, including 
j 
some high military officials who* 
were 
so 
convinced 
that Japan 
would not attack that they didn’t I 
even take the trouble to order the 
American fleet to leave Pearl Har­ 
bor and never sent a mobilization j. 
order to cause the Navy to go on 
a war basis. 
The psychology everywhere else 
in Washington, aside from the news 
conference with Welles, was one 
of complacency. This attitude cost 
the lives of 3,000 American boys at 
Pearl Harbor — mostly in the U.S. 
Navy. 


ADM. CARNEY, chief of Naval 
operations, told a group of news­ 
men and broadcasters at a private 
dinner here a week or so ago some 
facts about the way the Commu­ 
nist Chinese are developing their 
military buildup for a possible at­ 
tack on Matsu and the Quemoy is­ 
lands. The understanding was that 
he was not to be quoted. In ac­ 
cordance with custom and tradi­ 
tion, he was merely giving the 
newsmen a briefing on the capa­ 
bilities of the Communist Chinese. 
But today Adm. Carney is being 
singled out as the goat. The Presi­ 
dent tells a press conference that 
he deplores speculation on the pos­ 
sibility that war might break out 
in mid-April or at any other time 
in the Far East. The secretary of 
defense is clamping down on all 
talks by military men to the news­ 
men on current problems. 


A BLACKOUT of news from mil­ 
itary sources would be a danger­ 
ous thing for the American people. 
Yet Eisenhower, apparently influ­ 
enced by a political opposition in 
Congress, is taking the position 
that there should not be any spec­ 
ulation about the possibility of any 
warfare in the Far East. 
Had there been more specula­ 
tion in December 1941, Gen. Mar­ 
shall, intimate friend of Eisenhow­ 
er and chief of staff of the Army 
at the time, might himself have 
been Alerted to the possibilities of 
war and might not have been out 
horseback riding at a crucial time, 
and might not have permitted a j 
vital message to Pearl Harbor to 
go by the slower method of tele­ 
graph when a telephone was avail­ 
able. 
The 
government 
was 
asleep 
largely because the press was not 
more alert in December 1941. There 
wasn’t enough speculation about 
the possibility of war. There was 
too much soft-pedaling then. 
Any theory that wars can be pre­ 
vented and the enemy lulled into i

inaction by failing to print the I 
news of what the enemy may be 
doing — or what we know he is 
doing in the way of a buildup— 
could be very dangerous to Ameri­ 
can boys in the Far East. 
Adm. Carney is very directly 
concerned, as it will be his sailors 
and airmen who will bear the brunt 
of any attack if one comes. 


JUST WHAT HAS been the ef­ 
fect thus far of the speculative 
stories about war? A few editor­ 
ials have been written in influen­ 
tial 
newspapers 
advocating 
re­ 
treat — that the offshore islands 
be given up and that America an­ 


nounce her intention not to defend 
them. 
Conversely, in Congress Sen. Ke- 
fauver has accused the administra­ 
tion of containing a group of ad­ 
visers who are “plotting a id plan­ 
ning to bring such a war about 
whatever the risks.’* 
Publication of th* speculative 
stories could produce alertness and 
prevent another Pearl Harbor. 
It is understandable why Ameri­ 
can military intentions should be 
withheld from publication, but it is 
incomprehensible why facts about 
the Communist buildup and possi­ 
ble intentions should be suppressed 
or a ban put on speculation about 
them.

Whoop After Aquatic Victory 


NE?W HAVEN, Conn. IT)—No mat­ 
ter what happens today, the final 
of the three-day national AAU 
men’s indoor swimming champion­ 
ship, the most colorful performer 
is sure to be Bob Gawboy, 22-year- 
old University of Minnesota sopho­ 
more. 
Gawboy, son of an Indian father 
and a Finnish mother, put on a 
show after breaking the world’s 
220-yard breaststroke record last 
night that had everybody who saw 
it sharing his joy with him. 
Gawboy was happy and didn’t 
mask his feelings. He no sooner 
crossed the finish line the winner 
when he let out an Indian war 
whoop. Then, paddling to the end 
of the Yale pool, he splashed about 
shaking hands with his rivals until 
an official yelled that he had blast­ 
ed the international .standard by 
eight-tenths of a second for a 2:38. 
The listed record of 2:38.8 is 
credited to Knud Gleie of Den­ 
mark, who made it eight months 
ago in his native land. 
First Gowboy broke into tears. 
Then he whirled and danced in the 
water and unleased a few more 
war whoops while the crowd went 
into an uproar. It was a big night 
for the Ely, Minn., farm lad who is 
handicapped by the loss of sight in 
his left eye, the result of an ac­ 
cident when he was four years old. 
He is hardly known outside of a 
small area in Minnesota and yes­ 
terday was the first time he had 
ever swum the distance in com­ 
petition. Gawboy is a powerful built 
fellow’, 5-feet-7 and 150-pounds of 
tough muscle and solid shoulders, 
where he gets a terrific pull be­ 
hind his strokes. 
Another world record was posted 
by

Wardrop, 
Michigan’s 
speedy 20-year-old Scot, who bet-! 


tered his own 400-yard individual 
medley standard. Wardrop, suc­ 
cessfully defending his title, was 
timed in 4:36.9. His old mark, 
registered here a year ago, was 
4:41.7. 
And eclipsed by the brilliant per­ 
formance posted by Gawboy and 
Wardrop was a spectacular tri­ 
umph by Ohio State’s Ford Konno 
of Hawaii in tile 220-yard freestyle 
in which he lowered his listed 
world record of 2:04.7 to 2:04. But 
Wardrop has done ever better, a 
2:03.4 last month at Columbus, 
Ohio. 
In addition to Konno and Ward- 
rop,

teammate and a fellow Hawaiian 
defended his crown in the 100-yard 
backstroke, and the New Haven,
